Mr. George A. Robertson, Ken- 
tucky's First State Librarian, 
and the Longest Serving 
Official in the State Gov- 
ernment, Died Sun- 
day. 

A SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 



On Sunday evening about 7 o'clock

more than a month, and his friends 
were hopeful that despite his great 
age he would still be able to resist 
the encroachment of disease and 
again appear among them, but 
late attack of pneumonia quickly 
dispelled that hope. 

Mr. Robertson was born December 
6, 1807, four miles from Harrodsburg, 
In the same room in which his un. 
de, George W. Robertson, Chief Jus 
tice of Kentucky, and his aunt, after- 
wards the wife of Gov. Letcher, were 
born. His father, James Robertson, 
moved to Stanford when the subject 
of this sketch was a child, and there 
as a boy in his sixth year, having 
learned to play the drum while the 
negroes whistled for him, he beat 
that instrument at the muster station 
of Lancaster for volunteers in the 
war of 1812. When twenty years of 
age Mr. Robertson came to this city 
and entered the office of his uncle, 
James Davidson, his mother's broth- 
er, who was then State Treasurer. 
He remained In this office for two 
years, and afterwards wrote in the 
Auditor's office and subsequently 
was clerk of the Land office. At the 
session of the Legislature in 1832-'33 
the office of State Librarian was cre- 
ated, and he was the first elected to 
that office, which he held for seven- 
teen years and declined re-election 
on account of failing health and en- 
gaged In merchandising. He was ge- 
nial, honest and industrious, and his 
services in the mercantile line were 
in demand, but after eleven years as 
clerk in the stores of John L. Moore 
and Addison Parker, he yielded to 
requests of his friends, and especially 
the judges of the Court of Appeals, 
•who were often obliged, even during 
his retirement from office, to consult 
him on the books of reference in the 
Library, to again become a candi- 
date for the office of Librarian. This 
was in 1862 and he retained the office 
for six years and was then elected 
by the judges the Sergeant-at-Arms 
of the Court of Appeals, which he 
held until his death. During his 
long service on the Square he be- 
came acquainted with more people 
over the State, particularly the mem- 
bers of the bar, than any other officer 
in the State government. 

He was twice married, the first 
wife being Miss Louisa McCurdy, 
daughter of Dr. Allen F. McCurdy, 
of this city, by whom he had three 
children, and the second wife, Miss 
Julia Jameson, of Lancaster, by whom 
he had two children. None of his 
children lived to maturity. With his 
last named wife, who yet survives, 
he oelebrated his golden wedding in 
the year 1889, at which time, as a re- 
markable co incidence, two of his 
intimate friends from early manhood, 
Judge Lysander Hord and Capt. 
Harry I. Todd, deceased, of this city, 
also oelebrated the like occurrence 
in their lives. 

Judge Hord, remarking upon the 
event, Baid: 

"When I came to Frankfort in Oc-

MR. ED. P. BRYAN. 

Railroad Superintendents at St. 
Louis Elect Him President of 
Their Association. 

Mr. Ed. Bryan, formerly of this 
city, bat now of St. Louis, was again 
heard from last week, and thi6 time 
it is hie election to the office of Presi- 
dent of the Association of Superinten- 
dents of the railroads centering at 
St, Louis, to fill the vacancy^ occa- 
sioned by the resignation, of Mr. J.

Caswell Bennett, jr., for One of His 
Many Checks Drawn on His 
Father, Jailed For 



Caswell Bennett, jr., son of Chief 
Justice Bennett, was arrested Mon- 
night shortly after hiB return from 
Crab Orchard, where he has been 
sojourning for a month, and lodged 
in jail on a felony warrant sworn 
out by Messrs. Weitzel & O'Donnell. 
Sometime last December young Ben- 
nett had a check for $26 cashed by 
Weitzel & O'Donnell which bore the 
signature of Judge Bennett, but 
which when presented for payment 
was denounced as not genuine. An 
attempt was made by the firm to re- 
cover their money from Judge Ben- 
nett in order that his son might be 
spared from prosecution for his crime, 
but the unhappy father, who has for 
years borne with the waywardness of 
his son and realized that a stand had 
to be taken sooner or later or the 
wasting of his accumulations would 
be accomplished within a few years, re- 
fused the accomodation and the arrest 
was accordingly ordered. On Tuesday 
afternoon the case was called before 
County Judge Williams, who had is- 
sued the warrant, when Messrs. Jas. 
A. Scott and Hal Corbett appeared 
for the defendant and waived an ex- 
amination. Bond was thereupon 
fixed at $300 for Bennett's appear 
ance at the term of the circuit court 
the first Monday in April, but as that 
amount was not forthcoming in 
pledge the prisoner was remanded to 
jail. _

B. Ford Pleads For 
Rehearing of a Case in a Re- 
markable Petition. 

Circuit Clerk Thomas B. Ford, vfrio 
in the past often invoked the muse 
with much effect, is caught again 
flirting with the old girl and winning 
from her the magic power to even 
make dry facts of law appear an en- 
tertaining poem.

A Quiet and Unimportant Meet- 
ing Last Tuesday Night. 

All the members or the council 
were present at the meeting last 
Tuesday night but the character and 
volume of the business transacted in 
open session were not of much public 
interest.

The resignation of Mr. H. K. Braw- 
ner as city assessor was received 
and accepted. 

On motion of Mr. McClure the 
council proceeded to elect a city 
assessor' to fill the vacancy, and Mr 
W. W. Porter was thereupon unanij 
mously chosen for the office. 

The bond of Joseph Bailey, city 
engineer, with Henry Williams as 
security, and the bond of Wm. Willis, 
keeper of the work-house, with P. A. 
and S. Funs as securities, were ac- 
cepted and filed. 

Mr. Swigert, by request, presented 
a resolution to have some one ap 
pointed by the mayor to number all 
houses in the city not now numbered, 
the expense for which not to exceed 
25 cents each house, to be paid by the 
owner of the property. The resolu- 
tion was referred to the street »in- 
mittee. 

The clerk was directed to notify 
Messrs. Dryden and Brislan that 
their bid for the opera house had 
been accepted.
